The dynamiting of ice at Valley Park 
to protect bridges ana other property 
there caused a flood at Meramec High- 
lands today.

A ROBBER DIES 


Edward Spilcker Was Shot 
When He Attempted to 
Search Jolin Emery. 


A warrant charging murder in the 
first degree probably will be isgued 
against Jack Emery, icevox saloon rob- 
ber, because of the death of Patrol- 
man Edward Spilcker; whom Emery 
shot on the evening of Jan. 10, at EBlev- 
enth street and Lucas avenue, Spilicker 
died in the city hospital at 2 p. m. yes- 
terday. Emery and his pal,-Fred Tracy, 
are prisoners at Police Headquarters. 

The policeman’s wound was of an un- 


usual sort, and deceived the surgeons, 
who thought at first that but one bul- 
let had enteréd his body. One bullet 
was removed from the patient's left 
side, and when he cdntinued to grow 


the second bullet. at the base of the 
spine. It had-entered. through the hole 
made by the first. The pullets were 
fired from an automatic pistol. 

A wife and two children, the older a 
boy 6 years old, and the younger 4a girl 
of 3 months,. survive Spilcker. His fam- 
ily was at his bedsi@e when he died. 

Spilcker’s funeral will be from the 
home, 1422A Farrar street, beginning at 
1:30 p. m. Thursday. Buriel will be in 
Friedens’ Cemetery. 

Emery Exvresses Regret. 

Emery, when told of Spilcker’s death, 
became much alarmed for his own fate. 
He also expressed regret for the sor- 
row of the policeman‘s wife. He said 
he had served two penitentiary terms, 
and that the best he now could hope for 
would be Pnother long term, meaning 
that he would be in prison the rest of 
his life. , 

He said he shot the policeman in self- 
defense, after having ‘‘warned’’ him 
twice by commanding him to throw up 
The fact is, witnesses say, 
that Spilcker had not drawn his own 
revolver when Emery shot him, and 
that Emery would not have been 
harmed if he had submitted to arrest 
without a “gun play.” 

Emery and Tracy robbed a drug store 
at 1036 Rutger street Sunday, Jan. 10, 
and then walked to Union Market. Go- 
ing west from the market on Lucas ave- 
nue, they were stopped eat Eleventh 
street by Spilcker, who, with all other 
policemen, had been ordered to stop sus- 
picious characters and search them for 
weapons. : 

The shooting, and the flight of the two 
men, followed. A fireman saw the shoot- 
ing, but had to join his company, which 
at that instant was answering an alarm.

Dernburg Favors “Combination 
to End “Dictatorial Ship- 


ping Policy.” 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 1.—A 
suggestion that the combined fleets 
of Germany and the United States 
could curb Great Britain in her “ar- 
rogant policy” of cohtrolling the seas 
was made here today by Dr. Barn- 
hard Dernburg, former Colonial Sec- 


retary of the German Empire, and 
one of the offiMial German spokes- 
men in thig country, in an address at 
a luncheon of the Civic Association. 
Through a far-flung line of naval 
stations, Great Britain, he said, made 
the world’s shipping dependent upon 
her will, and through fortified points 
in Canada and island. possessions, 
controlled the entrance to the har- 
bors of the United States. 

“T invite you to take a map of thé 
world and follow my explanation,” 
said Dr. Dernburg. “Today, to com- 
mence at the North, the Baltic is 
bottled up by the English command 
of the sounds. The same is the case 
with the North Sea. It is locked in 
the north by British command of the 
Orkneys and the Shetlands; locked in 
the west by British command of the 
channel. The Mediterranean is con- 
trolled by the, possession of Gibraltar, 
Malta,. Suez and Cyprus. British pos- 


sessions on the coast of Africa are 


equally numerous. 
“Can Permit or Forbid Trade.” 

“On the way to China there is Cey- 
lon ang Singapore. On the coast of 
China you have Hongkong and 
Shanghai, which are practically Brit- 
ish, and Wei-Hei-Wei. In the South 
Sea there is British New Guinea, New 
Zealand, Fiji and the Tonga Islands. 
So Wat practically in all these seas 
Great Britain cam permit or forbid 
oversea trade. 

“Any nation engaged in mercantile 
shipping must take these things into ac- 
count, but for the United States there is 
a very special reason. The Panama Ca- 
nal is the main asset of the American 
overseas trade. 

“Now, while it is quite true that on 
the north there is the long Canadian 
frontier, that is in no way a danger to 
the United States, there are also in 
the north a number of coaling stations. 
They can and do control the entrance 
to American harbors. There you have 
St. John and Halifax within easy reach 
of New England. British cruisers are 
now constantly patrolling the mouths of 
your harbors of New York or of Dela-

ENOUGH NAMES ON 
REFERENDUM LS! 
TO DELAY PARKWAY 


edit) 40 Per Cent of’ Signhtures 
on Petitions Rejected, but 
* 3345 Are Accepted. 


Although nearly 40 per cent of the 
signatures to the parkway referendum 
petitions have been found to be fraud- 
ulent, the number of apparently genuine 
signatures will suffice to suspend the 
ordinance for another 30 days. This was 
announced today in the Election Com- 
missioner’s office, where the petitions 
have been under examination. 


The count today passed the 3014 mark, 
representing ‘two per cent of the city’s 


‘{ voters, -required on the preliminary pe- 


tition. At ll a. m. it was announced 
that 3345 signatures had been accepted 
as genuine and 2189 had been rejected 
as fraudulent. This count embraced 124 
petitions out of a total of 161. It is ex- 
pected that several more genuine sig- 
natures will be found on the remaining 
37 petitions. 

In order to bring about a vote on the 
question, the opponents.of the parkway 
must, in the next 30 days, bring the to- 
tal of their genuine signatures up to 
five per cent of the total vote, or 10,549. 
This, it is believed, will prove a diffi- 
cult task. , 

The method of testing the genuineness 
of the signatures is by comparison with 
the voters’ signatures on Live poll books. 
Rv this test, some }etitions were 
iraudulently signed saad the top of the 


list to the bottom. On others, signa- 
tures apparently good alternated with 
fraudulent ones. 

A nickel a name was paid to the solic- 
iturs sent out by Patrick Fitz Gibbon, 
{c@per City Registrar, who obtained the 
numes. Each had to make affidavit to 
the correctness of his list. The law 
rrovides a punishment of $500 fine and 
six months in jail for fraud, and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Sidener has announced 
that he will investigate the cases. 

List of 50 Names Throwna Out. 

One of the. lists which was thrown 
out in its entirety was collected. by a 
man who signed himself J: J. Roach. It 
bore the names of 50 men, of whom 46 
are registered voters im Ward Seven- 
teen, Precinct Eleven, but none of the 
signatures appeared to be genuine. In- 
stead, it appeared that the printed list 
of voters had been copied by six men, 
who took turns writing the names. Six 
ditierent handwritings, recurring at 
fairly regular intervals, appeared in the 
list. 

One of the names signed was that of 
“P. Devan, 3209 Olive street.’’ It hap- 
pens that the name of the voter living 
there is P. Devore, but that by an error, 
the name appeared on the printed: regis- 
tration list as Devan. This is consid- 
ered conclusive evidence of fraud. 


M. Shaughnessy, one of the anti-park- 
way leaders, when asked who J. J. 
Roach was, said he was trying to. find 
out. FitzGibbon, he said, told him that 
he did not know Roach, but that Roach 
was recommended to him a& a precinct 
worker in the Seventeenth Ward, He 
received his 5 cents a name for all the 
signatures. The name of J. J. Roach 
does not appear in the official list of 
voters for the ward.

Collective Bargaining Scheme 
Simply Absurd, John Mitchell 
Tells Federal Commission. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—John Mitchell, 


§ former president of the United Mine 


Workers of America, and’ now a mem- 


ber of the State Workmen’s Compensa- | 


tion Commission, today told the Federal 
Industrial Relations Commission that 
the Rockefeller plan of settling labor 
troubles in Colorado was “simply ab- 
surd.’ 

“No good can come out of such a 
pian,”’ said he. “The unorganized men 
can bé depended upon to select to rep- 
resent them only men the bosses want. 
may not be directly influenced 
to do this, but there will be an indirect 
influence which they cannot resist. 

‘We have gone through such a thing 
before. The slogan, ‘We might as. well 
starve idle as starve working,’ will nat- 
urally be raised again just as it was dur- 
ing 1900 in the anthracite flelds.”’ 

Mitchell’s reference was to the plan 
of collective bargaining suggested to 
the Rockefeller interests by W. L.. Mac- 
kenzie King, former Commissioner of 
Labor of Canada, who was recently em- 


ployed by the Rockefeller Foundation to. 


conduct an investigation into industrial 
relations. 
Upholds Compensation Laws. 

Mitchell thaught tne referendum and 
‘recall was of advantage to labor. 

Speaking. of compensation for work- 
men, Mitchell said it was effective in 
more ways than one. 

\“‘When,” said he, “it costs more to 
kill a man than it does to save him, the 
employers will save their workers.” 

Mitchell’ said that where men are un- 
organized the death rate is higher and 
the wage rate lower. 

“For instance,’ he said, ‘“‘the death 
rate in Colorado and West Virginia is 
about six per 1000. In other localities 
where the men are unorganized, they 
are inclined to take risks that organized 
men will-not take.’’ 

The witness said he didn't know, just 
hew much the “partial cortrol”’ cf 
financial interests over the industries 
has affected the workers. -It appeare, 
he said, that the financial institutions 
were able to ‘“‘control the _ situation’

‘BRINGS BREAK IN 
ASSEMBLY FORCES 


Sponsor for Administration 
Measures in Senate to Oppose 
Proposed Law. 


By bei Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb., 1.—The fire 
insurance rating bill for Missouri, which 
has been attacked by Insurance Superin- 
tendent Potts of Illinois as being drawn 
“in the interests of the combine,” ap- 
parently is the measure which will bring 


about the long-expected break in the 
administration forces in the Senate and 
House, which so far have worked in 
harmony with the Governor. 

Senator John F. Morton of Richmond, 
who agreed to stand sponsor for several 
of Gov. Major’s measures, announced 
today that he would oppose the adminis- 
tration program of insurance legislation. 
He denounced the bill along much the 
same lines as did Supt. Potts. 

Morton said: “This rating bill is mis- 
named. It should properly be called ‘an 
act to enable the insurance companies 
to fix their own rates and invite litiga- 
tion thereon.’ If the Legislature passcs 
the bill, which I don’t believe it will, 
it will simply give the insurance com- 
panies a free hand in Missouri and the 
premium payers will be at their mercy. 
I for one am not ready to turn the 
State over to any private business, 

“IT notice that Insurance Superinten- 
dent Potts of Illinois says that the hand 
of the insurance combine can be seen 
in the report of the Insurance Commis- 
sion. I don't care who wrote the re- 
port or the bills. But I am interested 
in what the bills contain and what they 
propose to do. 


Something Underneath Verbiage. 
‘The rating bill was the work of a 


master hand, but it contains some very 
beautiful language about the poyers the 
State will have, but if you study the 


mass 6f verbiage you will find some-. 


thing underneath the fine language. The 
bill really takes farther and farther 
away from the State the power of fix- 
ing rates. 

“Section 14 would be called a joker, if 
what it proposes was not so palpable. 
It gives the Insurance Superintendent 
power to make reduction of rates upon 
investigation. Then it invites litigation 
by providing for the fnsurance compa- 
nies to go to court and start the fight 
all over again upon the reasonableness 
of the reduction. The section then pro- 
vides that during all the litigation the 
companies shall charge the old rate, not 
the new rate, until the case is decided. 
Of course, there is provision made for 
the company to impound the excess 
premiums charged until final adjudica- 
tion. But can you ever remember of 
any company ever having to refund any- 
thing it impounds. 

“The utter absurdity of Missouri pro- 
posing to grant this is all the more 
striking when our neighbor State, Kan- 
sas, has recently had sustained in the 
United States Supreme Court its law 
that when 4. Pate is fixed by the 
State C ‘the tmgurance com- 
panies shall Wat rate and it 
shall be in often, until the court holds 
that it is unmreagOhable. Why should 
Missouri not be on at least an equal 
fc..ing with Kansas. The provisions 
relating to what the Insurance Commis- 
siener shall take into consideration in 


si fixing the rates, in my judgment, are 


bad, thoroughly bad, and inimical to the 
premium payer. In fact, if any legisla- 
tion is passed at all, it will have to be 
on a different basis than proposed in 
this bill which the insurance companies 
are backing.”’ 


Strong Opposition to Bill, 
Strong opposition has developed in 


both the House and Senate over the 
present form of insurance legislation. 
There is @ strong sentiment that the 
State should not be left without some 
recourse in event the insurance compa- 
nies should attempt to repeat. their 
threat of two years ago and walk our 
of the State. 

Sentiment is growing every day that 
the State should pass some form of an 
enabling act for State insurance. Mem- 
bers say they do not believe the State 
is ready to embark on State insurance 
yet, but they want to be ready, if the 
companies ever should leave again. 

The tnsurance program is one of the 
most important portions of the adminis- 
tration’s legislative program. The com- 
mission which prepared the bills was 
appointed by Gov. Major and made an 
expensive and lengthy study of insur- 
ance affairs. 

The first bomb which the administra- 
tlon encountered was the letter from 
Potts to Representative Watson de- 
nouncing the bill. Potts charged that 
the commissions report was written by 
an attorney for the insurance com- 
panies, and Saturday in an interview 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter charged 
that Edward F’. Goltra, a member of the 
commission, had attempted to influence 
Gov. Dunne of Illinois to adopt the Mis- 
souri report as the administration’s in- 
surance attitude in Dlinois. Gov. Dunne 
said that Goltra, accompanied by rep- 
resentatives of insurance companies, had 
called on him and discussed insurance 
but had not attempted to influence him.

He made no attempt to kill his 14- 
year-old son Lester, who was asleep 
in another room of the apartment at 386 
Central Park West. No specific reason 
for this mercy has been found. The 
silencer of the large -aliber Winchester 
performed its function so well that even 
the boy, asleep a few feet from the two 
rooms in which the killing was done, 
did not awake to discover that inside 
of perhaps 60 seconds he had been 
robbed of father, stepmother and two’ 
sisters. 
Once rated as a millionaire real es- 
tate operator, Auerbach had suffered 
a financial decline in recent years. «sis 
deed was due, relatives and the police 
think, to derangement brought on by 
brooding over approaching penury. He 
left no letter to explain his deed, though 
he slipped a note under his son’s door 
telling the boy to notify his relatives.

“I have interested capitalists in 
the manufacture of a rifle like this, 
equipped with a silencer,’ he said. 
“We're going to make a fortune out cf 
it. I'll buy back this house and you 
girls can soon give up your jobs.”’

alone have figured. 

While no formal expressions have 
come from Great Britain or France or 
Russia, it is believed in many well 
informed quarters that an equal dis- 
tribution of the American’ Government's 
purchases amvung British, French, Ger- 
man and Austrian ships would not meet 
with serious objection by the belliger- 
ents. 

While there is a general reticence 
on the part of the Government offi- 
cilals te reverl their plans, there is good 
reason to believe that the United States 
Government may never actually buy 
belligerent ships, though maintaining 
her right to do so if desired. To admit 
any amendment to the present bill re- 
stricting the President from purchasing 
belligerent ships, according to State 
Department officials, would set up a 
legal precedent that might embarrass 
the United States as well as other neu- 
tral governments in the future, 


Will Net Surrender Rights. 
The Washington Government, it may 


be stated on the highest authority, con- 
fident of its rights under international 
law, does not. intend to surrender its 
right to bestow the American flag on 
its own private vessels, bought after the 
outbreak of hostilities, if the trans- 
action is in every sense proved to be 
of a bona fide character. 

In urging an unrestricted right on the 
part of the Government to buy ballig- 
crent as well as neutral ships, it was 
stated by administration officials it is 
heped to prevent neutral. ships from 
being offered at virtually prohibitive 
prices. 

The case of the Dacia, while different 
from that of purchases proposed by the 
bill in.so far as the, American Govern- 
ment would become a party to the trans- 
action under the proposed law, is, never- 
theless, a test of the right of change 
of flag after the outbreak of hostilities. 
Great Britain admittedly has declared 
many such changes as legal, and her 
ruling in prize court on the Bacia cage 
will constituée an important precedent 
on which other Governments will argue 
in the future.

If the experience of several recent days does 
not prove that city effort for abating the smoke 
nuisance has failed, what experience would be 
accepted as evidencing failure? * 

We have had the same old pall of other days 
hovering above the city, the same old blinding, 
choking smoke fog in the streets, the same old 
stains from coal grime,)the same old delays to 
street traffic and traction service. 

The fact of the matter deems to be that offend- 
ing has been going on to just about the same 
extent and in just about the same degree as in 
former years. Unusual atmospheric conditions 
rather than law enforcement have prevented pub- 
lic inconvenience and discomfort. 

Years of determined agitation, the enactment of 
well-considered laws supposed to have te€th, 
the provision for amplified and costly machinery 
of law enforcement, end in the conclusion that 
the city either eannot or will not afford the 
people relief. . 

What is next to be done? How is the im- 
pediment to making life better worth the living 
in St. Louis to be expelled?
